At preſent, the major Part of the Inhabi- 
. ants are Lutherans, and are poſſeſſed of moſt 
and the largeſt Churches, which belonged to 
the Papiſts, and reſign d conditionally to Wd, 
that they ſhould not violate their Altars, which 
accordingly are kept cloſe ſhut up, in the 
Condition they received them: The reſt are 
Calviniſts, Roman Catholic ks, and Maniſts, a 
ſort of Anabaptiſts. There is an entire Liberty 
of Conſcience, and a Toleration for all Reli- 
gions, yet in ſuch a Manner, that the Lu- 
theran is the eſtabliſhed or prevailing One; 
and the whole Civil Government 1s in their 
Hands, none of the other Sects being admit- 
ted to a Share: Of theſe I ſhall treat in their 
Order. Firſt, beginning with. the Dome, or 
great Church of St. Mary's, and then briefly

I. Of the LuTurRaA N Churches, 


e of the Lutheran Dobm Church 
St. Mary's. 


What we call Minſters, or Cathedrals, they 
term Dohm Churches: This of St. Mary 18 
the moſt ſpatious in all Dantzich, ſituated 
in the Center of the Reichſtadt; the Weſt-End 
facing Joppen-Gaſs and the Arſenal, and the 
Eaſt Frawen-Gaſs, The Out-ſide is all of 

Brick, and makes but a dirty Appearance. 
HY Stceple is ſquare and clumſy, but very _ 
. F high. 
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ak h. Upon the Top of it is a continual 
Watch kept Night and Day, to give the A- 
larm in Caſe any Fire ſhould happen. The 
Signal given to the Inhabitants in what Quar- 
ter of the Town or Suburbs it begins, is 
known to all by the Number of Strokes he 
repeats upon a Bell: Beſides this Steeple, there 
are ſeveral ſmall high Spires, covered with 
Copper, and painted Green: The Inſide far 
exceeds our Expectation of it from without. 
The Service Place engroſſes it all, without 
any Separation, as is uſual in our Cathedrals. 
At the North Door, juſt at your entring cloſe 
to the Weſt End, is a handſome Tomb of 
mix'd Marble, with two fine Pyramids, car- 
ried up very high; and what contributes to 
the Solemnity of it, is its Grandeur, Height, 
Cleanneſs, Monumerits, ſeveral beautiful 
painted Chappels round it, and the Confeſſion 
Place. But the following Curioſities deſerve 
a more particular Regard. 
1. The ſumptuous fine large Eaſt Altar, of 
curious Workmanſhip, carv'd and carried up 
in Spires, with ſeveral Partitions, all gilt on 
the Outſide, and repreſenting many Parts of 
the ſacred Hiſtory: A Pair of folding Doors 
open, and expoſe two or three Images to 
View, the Performance being reputed very e- 
ſtimable. 

2. An Image of the Virgin Mary, as big 
as the Life, preſerv'd in a Box plac'd againſt 


one of the Pillars, — Work of a Mechanick,

whilſt under Sentence of Death, who, for pre- 
ſenting it to the Church, and the Excellency

3. On the North Side, nigh to the confel- 
ſing Place, is a little Altar, about two Yards 
ſquare, always lock'd up but when it is ſhewn 
to Strangers, whetein is painted the General 
Day of Judgment, with the State of the Bleſ- 
ſed and Damned. A Piece ineſtimable for its 
Fineneſs, and cannot be ſufficiently expreſs'd : 
The Joy, Serenity and Comfort, ſo lively 
flowing from the Countenances of the one; 
and the Horror, Anguiſh and Deſpair, ſo 
ſhockingly delineated in the other ; both na- 
tural Reſults" from the different Tempers of 
Mind, which paſs as it were a previous Judg- 
ment upon themſelves, before they are actu- 
ally condemned, are ſuch Contraſts, as are 


| Hot to be imitated. This admirable Piece is 


reported to have been found in a Wreck, and 
attributed to the Performance of two Bro- 
thers, George and Jobn Eickel, who painted 
each a Part, and referr'd it to a Judge for 
the Preference, which he gave in Favour of 
him who had painted the State of the Bleſ. 
ſed; the other, through Vexation thereat, cut 
his Throat. Both their own Pictures are 
drawn with great Likeneſs, with Juſtice 
weighing in a Pair of Scales, one againſt the 
other, to determine their Conditions ; but the 
Self-Murtherer proves too light by far, and

4. Behind this is an orbicular Piece of 
Work, reſembling a large Dial Plate to a 
Clock, with the Planets thereon, and Abun- 
dance of other Deſigns, ſaid to be a Machine, 


invented by an ingenious Mechanick, to find 


out the perpetual Motion, which he had car- 


ried on ſo ſucceſsfully, that ſome of his E— 


nemies, envying him the Reputation he was 
like to gain by it, ſuborn'd Perſons to ſeize 
him, and put out his Eyes; which was ac- 
cordingly done, and the Piece left unfiniſh'd. 

5. Croſſing over to the South Side of the 
Grand Eaſt Altar to the Right Hand, is fixed 
a little ſquare Piece on the Wall, whereon 


the Reſurrection is engraved. But what is a 
little remarkable, confidering the Sanctity of 


the Place, there is a riaked Man and a Wo- 
man, cut out in a Size much larger than the 
reſt, in an indecent Poſture. 


6. The magnificent Font, all rail'd with 


fine wrought Braſs above a Man's Height, 
with a double Door of the ſame, is kept very

At the End of the Street, where the great 
Lutheran Church of St. John ſtands, the Ro- 
man Catholicks have a ſpatious Conyent of 
Dominican Monks, which ſerves for a Pariſh 
Church to all that reſide in the Town; where- 
in is a Pulpit made of Walnut, of fingular 
Beauty, and the fineſt in all Dantzzck. It enjoys 
peculiar Privileges, as a Place of Protection. 
In the Holy Ghoſt Street, there is a pretty 
new regular ſmall Popiſb Chappel for the Ser- 
vice of the Poles, with a handſome Cupola, 
Leaded without, and very ornamentally paint- 
ed within. The Jeſuits have alſo a fine Col- 
lege in the Suburbs, where there is likewiſe a 
Nunnery : Two of the Feſuits Society come 
daily to perform Service and Maſs in the new 
built Po/z/þ Chappel, but are not permitted 
to ſtay in the Town over Night. There are 
two Fryars of the Order of Capucin Mendi- 
cants, who go about a begging from Houſe

Mr. Robinſon our Envoy to Sweden, after- 


wards made Biſhop of London, procur'd Per- 


miſſion for the publick Exerciſe of the Eng- 


liſb Liturgy for the Uſe of our Factory. Ac- 


cordingly a Houſe was purchaſed for the 


Miniſter's Refidence, which is a very good 


one, and a neat pretty regular Chappel above 
Stairs, finiſhed' Anno 1707, toward the End 
of the Heiligen gerſt, or Holy Ghoſt Street.

In 1697, the Prince of Conti: arriv d in che 
Month of September, in nineteen Days, from 
Dunkirk to Dautzicb. He ſent a Gentleman 
to notify his Arrival to the Magiſtrates, and 
defire a free Paſſage through the City: To 
which they anſwer'd, that they had a great 
Reſpect for his Highneſs; but that the Elector 
of Saxony having been crowned, they could 
do no more than give him the Liberty to 


come aſhore himſelf with his Servants alone, 


but not to ſuffer any Officers or Soldiers to 
land, or paſs through their City. The Prince 
was mth mortified at this Anſwer; but much 
more ſo, when four Days after he was an 
Eye-Witneſs of their Proclaiming his Rival 
with all imaginable Solemnity, which was 
a great Diſappointment 'to his Party, who 
thought to have: had their Rendezvous in that 
Place. They bought alſo ſeveral Pieces of 
Cannon and-Ammunition, but the Magiſtrates 
would not ſuffer them to be carried away, 
and forbad the Inhabitants upon Pain of 
Death, to ſell any Arms to Strangers.
